(Ki-oin Our Own Cuiresijuiiduiit.) 
Oi'l'.vwA, May 23. — Tho task whicli par- 
liaim-uc sot itself to accoiupliah a few 
weeks ago has been done and prorogation 
has t.ikeii place before the Queen's Birth- 
day and tho date fixed for His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General's departure. 
Ne.irly .ill the ineinboi-8 of piirliainont 
have left for home, glad to escaiio fniiii 
the capit<il just aa we aro getting u fore- 
taste of tho dog days. Only about iialf a 
dozen members still remain in town, 
anions them' Victoria'fi representatives, 
Messrs. Baker and Prior. Tho senior 
membu-r had some business afiairs to fin- 
ish u[) before leaving for homo, while tho 
gallant Major was too loyal to spend the 
24th on the cars. Hia boaoni friend, Tom 
Daly, of Selkirk, as line a follow as over 
stepped in shoe-leather, is also here and 1 
surmise that both will make the journey 
us fur us Brandon together. If all 1 hear 
be correct, there is likely to be another 
change in the representation of Victtiria 
before long, but possibly the citizens of 
British Columbia's capital will have heard 
all about the prospective changes before 
this letter reaches Victoria. If Mr. liaker 
is translated to the Senate he will be the 
youngest member but one (Senator Por- 
ter, who is 35) of that august assembly. 

THE SESSION. 
The session just closed has been one 
characterized by much varied and useful 
legislation, although nothing of an ex- 
traordinarily radical nature has been pro- 
posed. The chief measure of the session, 
1 judge, to be the lifting of tho monopoly 
from new Manitoba, tho Territories ,nid 
British Columbia. The easy barg.-iiii 
which tho government made with the 
company is an astounding one when it is 
considered that only a few months ago 
the C. P. R. were asking some twenty or 
thirty millions spot cash for aurrendoriiig 
their monopoly. Next session will see 
the influx of a large number of applica 
tions for charters of incorporation for rail- 
way companies, and before ten years are 
over I venture to predict that the vast 
Northwest will be a verituble net work of 
railway lines, 

CABINET KECONSTKUCIION. - 

Now and again I have intimated in my 
despatches the prospective cabinet 
changes which must be made during the 
recess. As intimated in a despatch of 
lost ovoniiig, it, bus not taken long fur the 
Premier to commence the work of recon- 
struction. In the public interest it has 
been deemed essential for Sir Charles 
Tupper to resume the position of High 
Commissioner for Canada in London. He 
resigns altogether from the ministry and 
from Parliament, and possibly for good 
from the arena of Canadian politics. Ilia 
departure is a distinct loss to the Liberal- 
Conservative party of which for so many 
years he has been such a distinguished 
and foremost member. In London, how- 
over, he will be able to render good ser- 
vice to Canada and it is some consolation 

Mr. Foster, is not unknown on the 
Pacific coast. During the five years he 
has been in parliament he has proven 
himself a man of the right metal. An 
eloquent speaker, a scholar and thinker, 
possessing a natural aptitude for figures, 
lie brings to bis new office qualifications 
which are. bound to make his administra- 
tion of the department a success. 

THE jr. C. SIGNAL STATION. 

The news which I telegraphed tho other 
evening that the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars appears in tho supplementary esti- 
mates for the construction of u telegraph 
line from Bonilla Point to Victoria bears 
out my intimation of two or three weeks 
ago, that the prospects of securing the 
grant seemed good. No portion of the 
grant can bo used until the first of July, 
but even then there will be no reason 
why the proposed signal station should 
not be an actual fact before many weeks 
are over. The cost of constructing the 
ighthouse and station jiroper will lie de- 
frayed out of the general appropriation 
for lighthouses, so that the total e.\]ieudi- 
ture on the undertaking will bo larger 
than that covered by the supplementary 
vote. Tho greater portion of the lino 
lies in Mr. Gordon's constituency, and he 
it is who has worked hard to secure the 
appropriation. The people of Victoria, 
however, will benefit largely by the now 
service, and thoy can justly give credit 
where it is due. 

THK nAIT.-tt-AY SUll.SiniES. 

The railw.ay subsidies, aa L intimated 
some weeks ago was likely to be tho case, 
are practically nil, the amount to be 
voted this year toUvUing but §330,000. 
One Ontario road, two Quebec lines and 
ono Nova Scotia company are the fortun- 
ato recipients, but the amount three of 
those will receive is hardly woith men- 
tioning. The Nova Scotia Central is the 
forcunato road this year, its subsidy 
amounting to $147,200. The British Col- 
umbia mainland members are greatly dis- 
ip|)ointed that the Shuswap & Okuna'.'on 
road does not receive any government aid, 
particularly in view of the partial ])ro- 
niise given last year. Mr. Mara has 
worked indefatigably to help the company 
and although his lab(n-s have received no 
tangible acknowledgment by tho rcsolu- 
l ioiis brought down, I am given to under- 
stand that tho prospects of the road are 
good for securing aid in another form, 
the nature of which will bo made appar- 
ent hereafter. Tho Manitoba and North- 
west members are siniilarly disappointed 
that no grsnt is to bo made to tho Hud- 
son Bay railw.ay. Hugh Suthorlaiul, cx- 
M. P., president of tho comiiany, l;as 
been hero for weeks uiidoavoring to in- 
duce tho government not to overlook his 
line, but seemingly his efforts have been 
unavailing.

Would have cerried with it considerable 
emolument. Forthwith the Grit press

Charles Tupper for being one 
of tlie trustees for tho company's 
bondholders under tho arrangement of 
1885. Let us see how tho cases stand. 
'ITie position offered Mr. Mackenzie us 
stated would have entailed some labor, 
and he would have boon well paid for it. 
Si 'JliarlesTuppor's case is vastly difibrent. 
li !H.S5 Messrs. Baring Bros, wero askei:! 
t. lit upon tho market bonds for tho 0. 
P. ■ aniimnting to 8.'!5,000",000, but bo- 
f(iro doing so they made it a condition 
that Sir Charles 'l'ui)|)er should be a joint 
trustee with Lord Wolvorton and Lord 
Rovelstoke. thodatter being the head of 
the firm of Baring Bros. Sir Cliarlca 
Tupper informed the banking firm that 
he had iuvariitbly refused to take any part 
or bo connected in any w,iy with commer- 
cial transactions of any kind. He prom- 
isctl, however, to tolegrapli the govorn- 
meiit explaining how the matter stood, 
and if the government desired him to act 
as joint ti uatee with Lords Wolverton and 
llevelstoke for these bonds, he would do 
so. Sir Oharlos, who was then simply 
High Commissioner and not a member of 
the government, communicated with Sir 
.(olui Macdonald to ascMrtain what the 
wishes of the government were, and the 
answer he received was that the govern- 
ment desired him to ;iet as trustee. Tin 
ti iisteoa for the bonds had nothing what 
over to do and receive no salary or omolu- 
iiienl. Their services are entirely 
U'latuitoiis; but if at any time the railway 
.should go into default, as trustees for the 
lioiidliolders, tliuy would have important 
functions to perform and would be en- 
titled to remuneration for their trouble 
and services. Lord Wolverton is dead, 
and Lord Revelstoko and Sir Charles are 
the only remaining trustees. From the 
t'uregoiug plain recital of facts it will be 
.^L'un what little ground the Globe and its 
liaiitliiig.s have for their latest attack on 
the minister of finance. 

A ItOASTINfl. 

Dr. IMoiitaguo, M. P. for Huldiniand, 
was a visitor to Victoria last summer, and 
the many friends he made in your city 
will be glad to learn of tho oratorical 
triumph he achieved in the commons on 
Thursday night. Tho portly doctor jirov- 
ed himaelf to bo a veritable Rupert of do- 
bate, and it will be a long time before Sir 
Richard Cartwright ventures to tread on 
the member for Haldimand's C(.irns again. 
The discussion took place over Curt- 
w right's motion condemning the govoni- 
ment for appointing one Walter Jones as 
valuator of Indian lands in Haldhnand, 
Jones having been found guilty of corrupt 
practices at a former election in Huldi- 
mand. He claimed that the appointment 
of such a man at such u time was impro- 
per and done with corrupt intent. Dr. 
Montague defended the appointment and 
fairly wiped the floor with Sir Cartwright. 
The knight of Oxford sat back in his 
chair glum as death while "Monty" was 
pouring ill his shot, the uiiniHteralists 
cheering like mad as point after point was 
scored. Now and again an oppositionist 
would interrupt only to find out he had 
woke up the wrong passenger. At one 
point Oartwright, stung by one of the 
doctor's- taunts that he had usurped the 
position occupied by McMullen ns 
scavenger of tho liberal party, 
spriang to his feet in a towering 

dressing tho house withdraw the word 
scavenger. The Speaker said ho did not 
want to bo told what his duty was but 
thought tho expression unparliamentary. 
Thereupon Montague auiil — "If tho lion, 
geiitleniau (meaning Cartwright) doea not 
want to be in a place where he might bo a 
success, I leave him in the place where he 
is a failure."

TRUSTS ANU COJIlllNES. 

The Combines committee has presented 
its report to the house. It deals with the 

grucera' guild, the coal association of Tor- 
onto, tho undertakers' and watch case 
combines, tho cordage and binding twine 
combiiio, the oatmeal combine, tho stove 
founders' association, etc., etc. Stress is 
laid particularly on tho two first uumiid, 
the coal men coming in for the hardest 
blows. The report recommends that leg- 
isliitionbe enacted to i)revent these asso- 
ciations operating to tho injury of the 
liublie. Following up the report 
(;hairman Wallace yesterday introduced 
a bill for tho prevention and suppression 
of combiiiations formed in restraint of 
trade. The bill provides that anyone who 
combines, agrees or arranges with any 
other person, or with any railway, steam- 
ship or steamboat, or transportation com- 
pany for granting or giving to anyporaon 
facilities not granted to any other person 
outside of a combination, or unreasonably 
euliances the market price of commodities, 
or unduly restrains traffic, prevents pro- 
duction, or restricts competition, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor and liable to a penalty 
of not more than one thousand dollars or 
less than two hundred, or to imprison- 
ment for a period ranging from two to 
twelve months or both. Every incorpor- 
ated company aiitering into a combination 
and proven guilty of misdemeanor under 
the foregoing section loses its franchise so 
far as they exist in virtue of any law of 
Oanadft. Of course, it is impossible for 
tho measure to pass this session, but its 
p.rovisions being now before the country, 
can be thorouglily discussed before next 
year and the house be prepared to deal 
with the question in an intelligent and 
offeotive manner. ' '
